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PREFATORY  DECLARATION. 


The  Church  of  the  Testimony  of  Jesus,  at  St. 
Jolmland,  L.  I.,  being  in  communion  with  the  Prot¬ 
estant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  the 
Liturgy  of  the  above  named  Church  is,  of  course,  that 
set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  In  making 
this  statement,  it  is  at  the  same  time  declared  that,  in 
the  use  of  the  said  Book,  certain  rights  and  privileges 
are  reserved,  from  considerations  of  high  expediency 
for  the  greater  edification  of  the  people,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  acknowledged  wants  in  the 
Book  itself.  This  reservation,  not  contemplated,  in¬ 
deed,  in  the  canonical  requirements  of  the  Church  in 
the  premises,  is,  nevertheless,  in  entire  accordance 
!  with  her  Protestant  character,  and  is  at  variance  with 
no  one  of  her  Principles,  in  regard  to  her  Faith,  her 
Ministry,  or  her  Worship. 

The  rights  and  privileges  reserved  are : 

First.  The  Liberty  of  Conscience. — -Inasmuch  as 
the  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  supreme  rule  of  Faith,  a 
Minister,  in  the  use  of  the  Liturgy,  shall  not  be  bound 
to  any  words  or  forms  of  words  occurring  therein 
which  he  conscientiously  believes  to  be  contrary  to 
Holy  Scripture.  He  shall  be  free  to  omit  them ;  but

this  freedom  of  omission  sliall  not  extend  to  any 
words,  or  forms  of  words,  touching  the  substance  of 
tire  Faith,  as  the  same  is  contained,  for  example,  in 
the  Apostles’  and  Nicene  Creeds,  the  Gloria  Patri,  the 
Gloria  in  Excelsis,  and  the  Te  Deurn  Laudamus. 

Second.  The  Liberty  of  Prayer. — Inasmuch  as 
the  Liturgy  does  not  make  adequate  provision  for 
the  due  observance  of  the  ecclesiastical  year,  and  as 
unforeseen  occasions  and  subjects  for  special  prayer 
and  praise  happen  in  every  congregation,  the  Minister 
may  supply  such  wants  from  the  Supplement  to  the 
Directory  following  this  Declaration,  or,  according  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  in  precomposed  form,  or 
otherwise. 

Under  this  head  of  Liberty  in  Prayer  is  included 
that  of  relieving  the  forms  of  the  Liturgy,  particularly 
the  Order  for  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  from  an 
extreme  degree  of  sameness  and  inflexibility  and  of 
giving  them  greater  variety  and  fulness,  by  following 
the  permissions  of  the  Directory. 

Third.  The  Liberty  of  Ministerial  Fellowship. — 
While  the  principles  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  require  that  her  own  Ministers  shall  be  none 
other  than  those  who  have  had  Episcopal  ordination, 
those  principles,  as  expressed  or  implied  in  the  Prayer- 
Book  or  elsewhere,  do  not  prohibit  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel,  in  her  places  of  worship,  by  Ministers  of 
other  reformed  and  evangelical  Churches,  whenever 
the  same  is  deemed  expedient  by  the  rectors  or  pas¬ 
tors  concerned,  in  token  of  a  common  allegiance  to 
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tlie  Supreme  Head  of  the  Church,  and  of  brotherly 
fellowship  with  all  true  ambassadors  of  His  Word. 

Objection  to  such  fellowship  would  be  an  especial 
disqualification  for  the  pastorate  of  a  Church  of  the 
Testimony  of  Jesus,  of  which  one  of  the  chief  forma¬ 
tive  ideas  is  Brotherhood  in  Christ,  and  which  it  is 
hoped,  will  do  some  part,  however  humble,  in  pro¬ 
moting  union  among  Christians. 

As  to  the  authority  of  the  undersigned  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  action,  it  is  of  the  same  kind  as  the  acknowledged 
right  of  the  head  of  a  household,  or  of  an  institution, 
to  prescribe  its  devotions  and  religious  instruction. 
As  such,  he  claims  and  exercises  it,  in  his  capacity  as 
the  founder,  father,  and  pastor  of  the  community 
which  alone  it  affects.  When  the  Church  at  St.  John 
Land  comes  formally  under  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction 
it  will  be  with  the  reservations  here  maintained. 

But  why,  then,  it  may  be  asked,  is  this  publication 
made  of  what  is  comparatively  a  private  concern  \ 

For  this  reason  :  The  undersigned  thus  takes  the 
opportunity  of  exhibiting  in  a  practical  form  that 
which,  in  substance ,  he  believes,  together  with  many 
of  his  brethren,  to  be  demanded  by  the  welfare  of  the 
Church,  especially  in  view  of  much  of  her  existing 
trouble. 

Let  the  foregoing  rights  and  privileges  (here  asserted 
on  sufficient  warrant  for  a  limited  application)  be  made 
available,  by  proper  authority,  wherever  desired  in 
the  Church — thenceforth  will  begin  an  era  of  peace 
within  her  borders,  her  separated  brethren  will  be 


separated  less  and  less  in  heart — lier  parties  and 
schools  of  different  opinion,  so  far  as  legitimate  within 
her  pale,  will  go  on  their  way  enjoying  equal  rights, 
while,  with  enlarged  liberty,  and  without  the  sacrifice 
of  a  solitary  principle,  she  will  no  longer  be  disabled, 
as  she  now  is  by  undue  legislation,  from  fulfiilling  her 
mission  as  a  truly  Catholic  branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church. 

‘  ‘  The  liberal  deviseth  liberal  things,  and  by  liberal 
things  he  shall  stand.”  Now  is  the  day  for  the 
Church,  through  those  who  sway  her  councils,  to 
devise  liberal  things,  that  she  may  stand  in  her  undi¬ 
vided  strength,  and  have  no  let  or  hindrance  of  her 
own  making,  in  doing  her  full  share  of  the  work  of 
the  Lord  in  evangelizing  the  land. 

Tain  hope ! — it  may  be  said.  If  so  now,  not  al¬ 
ways.  Church  power  will  learn  to  unloose  as  well  as 
to  bind  ;  and  that  ere  long,  if  wise  to  discern  the  signs 
of  the  times.

DIRECTORY. 


THE  ORDER  FOR  DAILY  MORNING  AND  EVENING  PRAYER, 

Tfe  Minister  may  begin  with  any  Sentence  of  Holy  Scrip¬ 
ture,  including  those  appointed  by  the  Rubric. 

He  may  read  the  Exhortation  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  he 
may  proceed  immediately  to  the  General  Confession  or  to  the 
Lord’s  Prayer,  in  which  case  he  shall  first  say, 

The  Lord  be  with  you  /  the  people  answering,  And  with 
thy  spirit.  Minister,  Let  us  pray. 

Then  may  follow  a  short  pause  for  silent  prayer,  before 
saying  the  General  Confession  or  Lord’s  Prayer. 

On  Festivals  and  other  special  occasions,  the  Service  may 
begin  with  the  Venite  Exultemus ,  or  one  of  the  Canticles  in 
the  annexed  Supplement. 

Note. — Whenever  the  word  Priest  occurs  in  the  Liturgy,  it 
may  be  substituted  by  Presbyter. 

Then  shall  follow  the  Psalter,  as  appointed  by  the  Rubric, 
or  the  Minister  may  give  out  any  portion  thereof,  observant, 
however,  of  what  is  prescribed  by  the  Church  for  certain 
Festivals  and  Fasts,  at  the  end  of  which  shall  be  said  or  sung 
the  Gloria  Patri  or  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis. 

The  Lessons  shall  be  those  appointed  in  the  Calendar  ;  but 
until  there  be  a  revision  of  the  same,  the  Minister  may  read  for 
the  First  Lesson,  any  portion  of  the  Old  Testament  and  for 
the  Second  Lesson,  any  portion  of  the  New  Testament  which 
he  deems  more  edifying  for  the  time  being. 
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Between  the  Lessons,  and  immediately  after  them,  shall 
he  said  or  sung  what  is  prescribed  by  the  Rubric;  or,  instead 
thereof,  recourse  may  be  had  to  the  Canticles  in  the  annexed 
Supplement.  When  the  Te  Deum  Laudamus  is  substituted 
by  a  Canticle,  it  may  be  used  in  another  place  in  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice,  but  it  shall  never  be  omitted  for  more  than  three  Sun¬ 
days  in  succession. 

X ote. — If  the  Service  shall  have  begun  with  the  Venite 
Exultemus ,  or  other  Canticle,  the  Lord’s  Prayer  shall  be  said 
after  the  versicles  following  the  Creed. 

Instead  of  each  of  the  three  prayers  following  the  Collect 
for  Aid  against  Perils,  and  the  General  Thanksgiving,  may  be 
used  the  alternate  form  in  the  annexed  Supplement. 

The  Rubric  concerning  occasional  prayers  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  including  those  in  said  Supplement. 

The  Minister,  at  any  proper  time  in  Divine  Service,  may 
call  the  people  to  silent  prayer,  first  saying,  Let  us  pray. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  how,  by  means  of  the  foregoing  per¬ 
mission,  the  Minister  may  adapt  the  Service  to  existing  occa¬ 
sions,  varying  it  but  retaining  its  general  structure.  Thus  the 
opening  Sentences  of  Scripture  and  the  Canticles  may  be 
chosen  with  reference  to  the  day ;  the  Lessons  also,  if  not 
already  suitable.  There  is  no  precedent  in  Catholic  usage  for 
the  requirement  in  the  Order  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
always  to  begin  wfith  confession  and  penitence.  Such  was 
not  the  beginning  of  the  ancient  liturgies ;  it  is  not  of  the 
Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Te  Deum,  nor  of  our  Communion  Office. 

THE  LITANY. 

The  Litany  may  be  said  in  connection  or  not  with  the 
Morning  Prayer.  It  may  always  be  omitted  on  the  great 
Festivals  of  the  Church.  According  to  ancient  usage,  it  is 
not  an  Office  for  Sundays.  When  used  for  a  separate  Service, 
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in  order  that  the  Lord’s  Prayer  may  not  be  omitted,  that 
which  is  called  the  discretionary  part  shall  begin  after  that 
Prayer,  the  latter  concluding  with  its  Doxology. 

THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S 
SUPPER,  OR  HOLY  COMMUNION. 

Aaiojtg  the  Sentences  of  the  Offertory,  may  be  included 
any  others  from  Iloly  Scripture,  proper  for  the  occasion. 

Instead  of  the  Short  Exhortation:  “Ye,  who  do  truly  and 
earnestly,”  etc.,  and  the  Confession  and  Absolution  following, 
the  alternate  forms  in  the  annexed  Supplement  may  be  used. 

The  Minister,  in  delivering  the  elements,  may  address  the 
words  belonging  to  each  kind,  to  one  or  more  communicants, 
as  may  be  convenient,  according  to  the  number  present. 

Occasional  prayers  will  be  in  place,  immediately  before  the 
Gloria  in  JExcelsis. 

Hote. — Whenever  the  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated,  it 
should  be  the  principal  Service,  on  that  occasion,  of  Divine 
worship.  The  “Ante-Communion”  may  be  as  follows:  A 
Hymn,  or  portion  of  the  Psalter  ;  the  Lord’s  Prayer  and 
Collect ;  our  Lord’s  summary  of  the  Decalogue — “  Hear 
what,”  etc. ;  the  Collect  following ;  the  Collect,  Gospel  and 
Epistle  for  the  day,  and  the  Apostles’  orNicene  Creed  ;  Hymn, 
Sermon,  etc.,  etc. 

THE  MINISTRATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  BAPTISM  OF 

INFANTS. 

The  discretionary  use  of  the  words  implying  the  regene¬ 
ration  of  the  baptized  Infant,  is  provided  for  in  the  Declara¬ 
tion. 

The  Prayer  for  Sponsors  in  the  annexed  Supplement,  may 
be  used  after  the  Prayer,  “We  yield  Thee  hearty  thanks,” 
or  instead  thereof. 
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THE  CATECHISM. 

This  may  begin  with  the  Creed. 

THE  BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

As  the  use  of  the  Office  for  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  is  by 
common  consent  discretionary,  the  same  license,  in  a  degree 
at  least,  may  be  claimed  in  the  use  of  this  Order  for  the 
Burial  of  the  Dead  ;  so  that  in  the  Scripture  sentences,  the 
Psalm,  the  Lesson,  etc.,  the  Minister  may  avail  himself  of 
other  and  suitable  portions  of  Scripture,  nor  need  he  be 
confined  to  the  prescribed  Prayers.  * 


***  When  it  is  considered  that  a  Liturgy  is  not  of  the 
essence  of  the  Church,  and  that  it  is  questionable  whether  any 
Church,  professing  to  be  Catholic,  in  prescribing  one,  has  the 
right  to  compel  the  use  of  any  more  than  the  primitive  and 
universal  forms  of  public  worship ;  or,  for  the  administration 
of  the  Sacraments,  any  addition  to  the  essential  parts  thereof, 
the  whole  of  the  above  amount  of  discretion  is  a  small  claim. 

The  Directory,  it  should  bp  noticed,  makes  no  change  in  the 
structure  of  any  of  the  Prayer  Book  Offices,  except  at  the 
opening  of  the  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer. 

A  Minister  in  conducting  Divine  Service,  might  avail  him¬ 
self  of  all  its  permissions,  without  confusing  the  people, — the 
usual  places  of  response  remaining  the  same. 

The  Directory,  it  will  also  be  seen,  makes  no  reference  to 
any  of  the  Offices  in  which  a  Bishop  presides. 


SUPPLEMENT. 


CANTICLES  AND  SCRIPTURE  HYMNS. 


To  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  instead  of  the 
Yenite  and  the  Canticles  between  and  following  the  Lessons. 


1. — From  Psalm  8. 


OLORD,  our  Governor, how  excellent  is  Thy  Name  in  all  the  world; 
Thou  that  hast  set  Thy  glory  above  the  heavens ! 

Out  of  the  mouth  of  very  babes  and  sucklings  hast  Thou  ordained 
strength,  because  of  thine  enemies,  that  Thou  mightest  still  the  enemy 
and  the  avenger. 

For  I  will  consider  Thy  heavens,  even  the  works  of  Thy  fingers ;  the 
moon  and  the  stars  which  Thou  hast  ordained. 

What  is  man,  that  Thou  art  mindful  of  him?  and  the  son  of  man, 
that  Thou  visitest  him  ? 

Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels,  to  crown  him  with  glory 
and  worship. 

Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of  the  works  of  Thy  hands  ;  and 
Thou  hast  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet; 

The  beasts  of  the  field,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  whatsoever 
walketh  through  the  paths  of  the  sea. 

O  Lord,  out  Governor,  how  excellent  is  Thy  Name  in  all  the  world. 


2. — From  Psalm  15. 


LORD,  who  shall  dwell  in  Thy  tabernacle  ?  or,  who  shall  rest  upon 
Thy  holy  hill? 

Even  he  that  leadeth  an  uncorrupt  life,  and  doeth  the  thing  which  is 
right,  and  speaketh  the  truth  from  his  heart. 

He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his  tongue,  nor  done  evil  to  his  neigh¬ 
bour,  and  hath  not  slandered  his  neighbour. 
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He  that  setteth  not  by  himself,  but  is  lowly  in  his  own  eyes,  and 
maketli  much  of  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

He  that  sweareth  unto  his  neighbour,  and  disappointeth  him  not, 
though  it  were  to  his  own  hindrance. 

He  that  hath  not  given  his  money  upon  usury,  nor  taken  reward 
against  the  innocent. 

Whoso  doeth  these  things  shall  never  fall. 


3. — From  Psalm  19. 


npHE  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undeiiled  law,  converting  the  soul  ; 

the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the 
simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  rejoice  the  heart;  the  com¬ 
mandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  endureth  for  ever  ;  the  judgments 
•of  the  Lord  are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold ; 
sweeter  also  than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

Moreover,  by  them  is  Thy  servant  taught ;  and  in  keeping  of  them 
there  is  great  reward. 

Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth?  O  cleanse  Thou  me  from  my 
secret  faults. 

Keep  Thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins,  lest  they  get  the  do¬ 
minion  over  me. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  alway 
acceptable  in  Thy  sight, 

O  Lord,  my  strength  and  my  Kedeemer. 


4.— Psalm  23. 

HE  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  therefore  can  I  lack  nothing. 


He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture,  and  lead  me  forth  beside  the 
waters  of  comfort. 

He  shall  convert  my  soul,  and  bring  me  forth  in  the  paths  of  righteous¬ 
ness  for  His  name’s  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  Shadow  of  death  I  will 
fear  no  evil,  for  Thou  art  with  me ;  Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  comfort  me. 

Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me  against  them  that  trouble  me, 
Thou  hast  annointed  my  head  with  oil,  and  my  cup  shall  be  full. 
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But  thy  loving  kindness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days  of 
my  life ;  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 


5- — Psalm  25. 


SHOW  me  Thy  ways,  O  Lord,  and  teach  me  Thy  paths. 

Lead  me  forth  in  Thy  truth,  and  learn  me :  for  Thou  art  the  God 
of  my  salvation  ;  in  Thee  hath  been  my  hope  all  the  day  long. 

Call  to  remembrance,  O  Lord,  Thy  tender  mercies,  and  Thy  loving 
kindnesses,  which  have  been  ever  of  old. 

O  remember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of  my  youth ;  but  according  to 
Thy  mercy  think  thou  upon  me,  0  Lord,  for  Thy  goodness. 

Gracious  and  righteous  is  the  Lord  ;  therefore  will  He  teach  sinners 
in  the  way. 

Them  that  are  meek  shall  He  guide  in  judgment ;  and  such  as  are 
gentle,  them  shall  He  learn  His  way. 

All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth,  unto  such  as  keep  His 
covenant  and  His  testimonies. 

For  Thy  Name’s  sake,  0  Lord,  be  merciful  unto  my  sin  ;  for  it  is  great. 


6. — From  Psalm  36. 


f'T'HY  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto  the  Heavens,  and  Thy  faithfulness 
unto  the  clouds. 

Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  strong  moun  tains  ;  Thy  judgments 
are  like  the  great  deep. 

How  excellent  is  Thy  mercy,  O  God  !  and  the  children  of  men  shall 
put  their  trust  under  the  shadow  of  Thy  wings. 

They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plenteousness  of  Thy  house ;  and 
Thou  shalt  give  them  to  drink  of  Thy  pleasures,  as  out  of  the  river. 

For  with  Thee  is  the  well  of  life  ;  and  in  Thy  light  shall  we  see  light. 

O  continue  forth  Thy  loving-kindness  unto  them  that  know  Thee,  and 
Thy  righteousness  unto  them  that  are  true  of  heart. 


7. — From  Psalm  46. 

GOD  is  our  hope  and  strength,  a  very  present  help  in  trouble. 

Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the  earth  be  moved,  and  though 
the  hills  be  carried  into  the  midst  of  the  sea. 

Though  the  waters  thereof  rage  and  swell,  and  though  the  mountains 
shake  at  the  tempest  ot  the  same. 
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The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shall  make  glad  the  city  of  God  ;  the 
holy  place  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  Most  Highest. 

God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore  shall  she  not  be  removed’;  God 
shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early. 

The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and  the  kingdoms  are  moved ;  but  God 
hath  showed  His  voice,  and  the  earth  shall  melt  away. 

The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us  ;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 

Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am  God  :  I  will  be  exalted  among  the 
heathen,  and  I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us  ;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 


8. — From  Psalm  48. 

'E  wait  for  Thy  loving-kindness,  0  God,  in  the  midst  of  Thy 
temple. 

O  God,  according  to  Thy  Name,  so  is  Thy  praise  unto  the  world’s  end ; 
Thy  right  hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 

Let  the  Mount  Sion  rejoice,  and  the  daughter  of  Judah  be  glad,  be¬ 
cause  of  Thy  judgments. 

Walk  about  Sion,  and  go  round  about  her;  and  tell  the  towers 
thereof. 

Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her  houses,  that  ye  may  tell  them  that 
come  after. 

For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever :  He  shall  be  our  guide  unto 
death. 


9. — From  Psalm  51. 


HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after  Thy  great  goodness ;  according 
to  the  multitude  of  Thy  mercies  do  away  mine  offences. 

W ash  me  throughly  from  my  wickedness,  and  cleanse  me  from  my 
sin. 

For  I  acknowledge  my  faults,  and  my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

Against  Thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and  done  this  evil  in  Thy  sight ; 
that  Thou  mightest  be  justified  in  Thy  saying,  and  clear  when  Thou  art 
judged. 

Behold  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness,  and  in  sin  hath  my  mother  con¬ 
ceived  me. 

But  lo,  Thou  requirest  truth  in  the  inward  parts,  and  shalt  make  me 
to  understand  wisdom  secretly. 
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Tliou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be  clean  ;  Thou  shalt 
wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

Turn  Thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  put  out  all  my  misdeeds. 

Make  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God,  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 

Cast  me  not  away  from  Thy  presence,  and  take  not  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
from  me. 

O  give  me  the  comfort  of  Thy  help  again,  and  establish  me  with  Thy 
free  Spirit. 

For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else  would  I  give  it  Thee ;  but  Thou  de- 
lightest  not  in  burnt  offerings. 

The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled  spirit ;  a  broken  and  contrite  heart, 
O  God,  shalt  Thou  not  despise. 

10. — From  Psalm  57. 

SET  up  Thyself,  O  God,  above  the  heavens  ;  and  Thy  glory  above  all 
the  earth. 

My  heart  is  fixed,  O  God,  my  heart  is  fixed ;  I  will  sing  and  give 
praise. 

Awake  up,  my  glory ;  awake  lute  and  harp :  I  myself  will  awake  right 
early. 

I  will  give  thanks  unto  Thee,  0  Lord,  among  the  people ;  and  I  will 
sing  unto  Thee  among  the  nations. 

For  the  greatness  of  Thy  mercy  reacheth  unto  the  heavens,  and  Thy 
truth  unto  the  clouds. 

Set  up  Thyself,  0  God,  above  the  heavens ;  and  Thy  glory  above  all 
the  earth.

npHOU,  O  God,  art  praised  in  Sion ;  and  unto  Thee  shall  the  vow  be 
performed  in  Jerusalem. 

Thou  that  hearest  the  prayer,  unto  Thee  shall  all  flesh  come. 

My  misdeeds  prevail  against  me :  O  be  Thou  merciful  unto  our  sins. 
Blessed  is  the  man  whom  Thou  choosest,  and  receivest  unto  Thee ;  he 
shall  dwell  in  Thy  court,  and  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  pleasures  of  Thy 
house,  even  of  Thy  holy  temple.

away  the  captivity  of  Jacob. 

Thou  hast  forgiven  the  offence  of  Thy  people,  and  covered  all  their 
sins.

He  hath  shewed  strength  with  His  arm,  He  hath  scattered  the  proud 
in  the  imagination  of  their  hearts. 

He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and  hath  exalted  the 
humble  and  the  meek. 

He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with  good  things,  and  the  rich  He  hath  sent 
empty  away. 

He  remembering  His  mercy  hath  holpen  His  servant  Israel,  as  He 
promised  to  our  forefathers,  Abraham  and  his  seed,  for  ever. 


24. — John  i. 

TN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and 
the  Word  was  God. 

The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God. 

All  things  were  made  by  Him ;  and  without  Him  was  not  anything 
made  that  ivas  made.

His  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  full  of  grace 
and  truth. 


25. — St.  John  iii. 


OD  so  loved  the  world,  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that 


whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast¬ 


ing  life. 


For  God  sent  not  His  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world,  but 
that  the  world  through  Him  might  be  saved. 

He  that  believeth  on  Him  is  not  condemned ;  but  he  that  believeth  not 
is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the 
only  begotten  Son  of  God.

But  the  Lord  shall  be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  light,  and  thy  God  thy 
glory.

tTNTO  Him  that  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own 
J  blood.

PRAYERS,  LAUDS,  ETC. 


HE  Prayer-Book  is  not  undervalued  as  to  its  treasures, 


in  asserting  its  wants.  The  latter  cannot  be  denied. 
Witness  the  meagre  amount  of  Hew  Testament  prayer  and 
praise  for  the  round  of  festivals  and  fasts ;  the  absence  of 
any  forms  suited  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  our  own 
Church  and  country,  and  to  the  times  we  live  in ;  or  for  our 
benevolent  and  educational  institutions.  There  are  no  prayers 
for  the  increase  of  Ministers,  for  Missions  or  Missionaries;  for 
the  Christian  teaching  of  the  young ;  for  sponsors  on  the  occa¬ 
sions  of  Baptism ;  for  persons  setting  out  on  long  journeys  by 
land,  quite  as  perilous  as  voyages  by  sea ;  for  the  sick  desiring 
the  prayers  of  the  Church,  when  there  is  no  prospect  of  or 
desire  for  recovery ;  for  the  bereaved  at  funerals,  and  many 
other  occasions  for  which  there  might  as  well  be  provision,  as  for 
those  few  for  which  we  already  have  the  “occasional  prayers” 
— not  to  speak  of  the  endless  subjects  for  which  there  can  be 
no  liturgical  prescriptions,  and  which  necessitate  the  exercise 
of  free  prayer.  Perhaps  it  is  only  in  such  prayer  that  due 
supplication  can  be  made  for  that  which  we  are  most  enjoined 
to  pray  for,  but  which  has  so  little  place,  beside  a  passing 
versicle,  in  the  ordinary  Offices  of  the  Church — the  influence 
and  manifold  gifts  of  the  Holt  Spirit. 

With  respect  to  the  following  forms,  let  it  be  remembered 
that  they  are  meant  for  comparatively  private  use,  and  not 
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proposed  as  worthy  additions  to  tire  Liturgy.  Imperfect  as 
they  are,  they  luay  yet  serve  as  exemplifications  of  what  a 
Supplement  to  the  Prayer-Book  might  become,  if  to  furnish  it 
with  materials  were  made  an  object  by  the  Church,  or  of 
some  of  her  members  acting  together  for  the  purpose.  In 
that  event,  the  effect  would  be  similar  to  what  has  happened 
in  regard  to  our  Hymnodv.  Contributions  would  be  forth¬ 
coming,  when  once  combined  piety  and  genius  were  encour¬ 
aged  to  make  such  offerings  for  the  Sanctuary;  while,  from 
sources  new  and  old,  treasure  s  would  be  gathered  worthy 
of  being  incorporated  with  the  Liturgy  ;  gems  would  be  found, 
fit  for  setting  in  its  “  wrought  gold.”
